WOULD THAT HELP? 


Parliament is being asked to impose 
severe penalties upon banks and bankers 
if they charge more than seven per cent 
interest on loans, Seven per cent being 
the rate banks can collect by process of 
law, it is held to be in some way injurious 
to the public that they should be allowed 
to collect more when borrowers are willing 
to pay more. 

But the practical question arises, con- 
ditions being as they are, would this not 
tend to further restrict bank credit in the 
west? Parliament has heard a good deal 
this session about the unwillingness of the 
banks to lend money, even to western 
farmers who have what they consider 
ample security. If the banks are not will- 
ing to lend at eight per cent it seems quite 
likely they would be still less willing to 
lend at seven, 


THE REAL OFFENCE 

One of the Moscow delegates thought 
it advisable to explain that the Soviet was 
not to blame because the London confer- 
ence failed to frame up an agreement to 
“reculate’ the world wheat market. That 
responsibility, he says, lies with the 
Un ted States; as it does. 

If anyone doubted that Russia was 
\ ng to join the other exporting coun- 
t-'es in a combine to boost prices against 
the British consumer, and the consumers 
in other wheat importing countries, this 
sould reassure him. The Soviet is not 
selling wheat cheap to the despised foreign 
bourgeoisie because it wants to. 

But just why apologies should be pre- 
sented because the scheme failed to ma- 
terialize is not clear. It is quite possible 
that by combining the exporting countries 
could have held up the importing coun- 
tries for artificial prices for the present 


year’s crop. But what would they have 
done with their wheat next year? 
As surely as effect follows cause, mar- 


ket manipulation of that kind would have 
been followed by a still further expansion 
of wheat-growing in the importing coun- 
tries, and a corresponding shrinkage in 
the market for next year’s surplus from 
the exporting countries. What needs ex- 
plaining is why the combine was ever sug- 


Students in grade eight and grade nine 
in the public and high schools of Alberta 
will be excused from writing departmental 
examinations this year if their teachers 
recommend them for promotion. Where 
a teacher is doubtful about the standing 
of a pupil, the latter may be required to

This radical departure is made imme- 
diately in the interests of economy, and 
will save large amounts of money both to 
the Government and'‘to the parents. In 
the exceptional circumstances little objec- 
tion is likely to be taken to the expedient.

SAFE AND SANE MOTORING 
being established 
Edmonton next week, in hope that drivers 


A ifety Lane i in 


will accept the offer of a free inspection 
of their cars, and that accidents will 
thereby be averted. 

But however successful that praise- 
worthy enterprise may be, there is no 
possibility that accidents will cease to 
happen. It is to be hoped they will be 
fewer in future than in the past because 
of the inspections. It is certain that they 
will be fewer than if the inspections were 
not made, But if every car in Edmonton 
were put in perfect mechanical condition 
that would not abolish accidents on the 
streets, for the reason that a good many 
accidents occur with which the mechanical 
condition of the car or cars has little or 
nothing to do. 

Assuming a driver with a reasonable 
endowment of sense and skill, two other 
things are necessary to safe and sane 
motoring. One is a car in fit condition to 
operate. The other is that the driver have 
enough money or enough insurance to 
pay for damages he may cause if he gets 
involved in an accident. Except for those 
who have plenty of means, insurance 
against damage claims is essential if the 
hazards incidental to motoring are to be 
reduced to the minimum. 

If the legislature of Alberta had done 
its duty no person would be allowed to 
operate a car on the public highways 
without having satisfied the authorities 
that he is able to pay damages or has 
insurance to meet such claims to a reason- 
able amount. But the failure of the legis- 
lature to do its duty in that regard does 
not prevent accidents happening, nor 
damage claims arising out of them.. Nor 
does it absolve the motorist from personal 
responsibility for injury he may do to 
others and to the property of others, 

Prudence suggests that it is good busi- 
ness for any driver to carry insurance 
against all road hazards. As for the driv- 
er who is not well-to-do, common good 
citizenship demands that he carry insur- 
ance against damages he may do to the 
persons or property of other people.

provoke unnecessary antagonisms, and 
aggravate the difficulties. 

If the complete statement from 
which the writer of the bulletin quot 
ed had, as he suggested, offered igs | 
wages, short hours, and low prices 


as a single and all-sufficient panacea 
and if I had made the managers of 
industry solely responsible for econ- 
omic recovery and stability, the bulle- 
tin’s criticism would be just. 

But in the statement, as in these 
artic'es time after time, I irfsisted 
that “the causes of t depression 
cannot be captured in o phrase or 
its cure distilled in an epigram.” 

A lush variety of causes Me at the 
root of our economic situation 
mounting armaments, political unrest 
the world around, speculative mania 
abortive governmental attempts at | 
economic stabilization in certain com- 
modity fields, the fall in price of sil- 
ver, unwise expansions that over- 
reach immediately fruitful markets, 
international financial obligations, un- 
balanced agriculture, an unevenly 
distributed gold supply, all these and 
more issues must be dealt with in a 
statesmanlike manner 

We must contrive, as I stated only 
the other day, to bring more coher- 
ent planning into our economic life 
planning that will take all of these!

But I insist again that a machine 
civilization must make prosperou 
customers the while it makes 
sumable commodities or it will suffer 
periodic depression and whatever 
else may be done this does require 
a widespread distribution of the na-

TREATMENT OF BURNS AND 
SCALDS | 

More than 10,000 people die each 
Year from burns, and thousands more 
are disfigured by unsightly scars. 
Burns are often brought on by un- 
usus! circumstances, but the ma- 
jority of them could have been avoid- 
ed through exercising ordinary precau- 
tions, 

For example, it is dangerous to have 
an open gas stove. Small children 
may get on fire playing around a gas 
stove which has no guard. All open 
fires should have some form of screen | 
in front. In spite of the fact that 
every one knows that gas explodes, 
there are many people who injure 
themselves seeking for leaks in gas 
pipes with a match. A good way to 
Protect yourself from fire is to keep 
an clectris flashlight for hunting in 
dark places. Another good rule is to 
turn off all gas stoves securely. When | 
using the oven, always open the door 
for a few minutes before lighting. 

Do not use gasoline or kerosene for 
cleaning stoves, Be careful about 
fireworks, especially where small chil- 
dren are concerned. Many little chil- 
dren have been. burned playing with 
matches which should haye been kept 
out of their reach, Sad burns are 
those due to candles on the Christmas 
tree. Every Christmas in a large city 
some children are burned to death be- 
cause of fires caused from the candles 
on lighted Christmas trees, 

Many fatal burns occur at home. 
Some are due to cleaning clothes with 
gasoline or solvent in the house, It is/| 
better to this work out of doors, Avoid| 
rubbing clothes which are immersed! 
in gasoline, as this has caused many 
explosions, 

Use care in handling irons and toast- 
ers, and set these in a safe place while 
cooling. Never let a hot iron stand 
on wood or cloth. Use care while 
cooking and do not touch = electric 
switches while your hands are moist, 

Burns from cigarettes are often 
slight, but may be serious, as in the 
casc of a bookkeeper who absent- 
mindedly put his cigarette behind his 
ear, burning off all his hair which 
had been wet with an inflammable 
brilliantine. Many a bed has been 
set afire by a cigarette spark, | 

When a bad burn occurs, polsons are | 
sent into the system. A burn is so} 
serious that if two-thirds of the skin| 
is burned death follows. For all se-| 
vere burns a doctor should be called! 
at once. If you are burned you should | 
lose no time in covering the burned | 
area with cold water, If the burns! 
are on the body, get into a tub of cold 
water, If on hands or fect,, place 
them in a pan of cold water or run 
cold water over the burn. Do this Im-| 
mediately before the burn cools. The!

Maypr Douglas Confers 
Two Hours With Brown- 
lee and Cabinet 


After a two-hour session with Pre- 
mier Brownlee and member: of his 
cabinet late on Friday afternoon 
Mayor Douglas announced that Pre- 
mier Brownlee had assured the mem- 
bers of the city council unemploy- 
ment committee of the willingness of 
the province to co-operate with the 
city In measures of relief that will 
involve improved housing and feed- 
ing for the sing'’e unemployed, 

The Premier informed the commit- 
tee that he and the executive coun- 
cil will consider the question again 
On Monday and their ultimate »de- 
cision will be sent immediately to the 
Mayor, who in turn wil] at once call 
together the members o* the unem- 
ployment committee or if necessary, 
the city council, for the purpose of 
putting Into effect the machinery for 
providing relief. 

SCHEMES DEBATED 

Two schemes for dealing with the 
unemployed were debated, the de- 
tails of which the Mayor stated are 
not ready for pub‘ication, but the 
cabinet will make tts final choice on 
Monday, and the city will be Inform- 
ed immediately, 

“There is no question at all,” said 
the Mayor, “about the willingness and 
desire of the province to asaist, The 
Premier and cabinet are willing to 
take joint action with the city, for 
they recognize that the time has ar- 
rived for something to be done on 
behalf of these men,” 

In addition to the Premier there 
were present at the meeting the Hon, 


R, G, Reid, the Hon, Vernor W. 
Smith, the Hon, O. L. McPherson, the 
Hon, J. F. Lynburn, Walter Smitten,

BRITISH RAILWAY 
HAS SAFETY NERVE 


Automatic Device Stops 
Trains Passing Danger 
Signal 


NEW ERA DAWNS 
Line From London 


Birmingham is First 
Dealt With 


to 


A safety device which automatl- 
cally applies the brakes to any train 
that passes a signal at danger was 
brought into full operation on the 
London-Birmingham section of the 
Great Western Railway a few days 
ego. The company intends to intro- 
duce the system on all its main lines, 

When a bell rang in a G.W.R. 
signal-box at Birmingham recently a 
new era of safe railway travel had 
dawned 

Overnight, workmen had put out- 

side the box the last of a succession 
of “railway nerves" that have made 
the whole line from London to Birm- 
ingham sensitive to impending dan- 
ger. . 
With tho ringing of that bell the 
complete change-over from the old- 
fashioned visual to the automatic 
signalling was complete. 

The ‘nerve’ is a ramp set be- 
tween the rails and every important 
signal. 

By electrical contact with it, an 
engine rings a bell in the signal-box 
if the signal is at safety, and sweeps 
on to its destination. 

If the signal is against the train, 
however, and the engifie runs past, 
the ramp blows the whistle and auto- 
matically applies the brakes. 

The majority of big railway disas- 
ters since the war would have been 
obviated by “rail nerves.’’ 

The “nerves’’ themselves cannot 
fail, for any breakdown, structural, 
mechanical or of any other kind, 
leaves them in the danger position. 


HUMAN ELEMENT 
FAILED IN SMASH 


Driver of Royal Scot 
Express Freed of 
Blame 


A verdict of ‘Accidental death” 
was returned at the resumed inquest 
at Linslade, Bucks, on the six vic- 
tims of the Royal Scot express dis- 
aster just outside Leighton Buzzard 
on March 22, 

The jury added that the accident 
was caused by the driver failing to 
observe the signals and to have the 
train under control after passing the 
distant signal. 

“We say emphatically,” sald the 


foreman, ‘“‘that there was no culp- 
able negligence,"’ 
The coroner, in his summing-up, 


had asked if there was any neglect 
or omission of duty on the part of 
the signalman at Leighton Buzzard 
or the driver or the foreman of the 
train, A mere error of judgment, he 
explained, was not sufficient to 
make a man criminally responsible.

Anderson, superintendent of motive 
power, who said a special notice re- 
lating to the diverting of trains from 
March 20 to March 27 was not issued

LIFE'S BITTERNESS’ 


Dawlish Woman Died With 
Pet Dog and 
Canary 


HEART IS BROKEN 


Tragedy of London Room 
Revealed in Letter 
to Coroner 


With her pet dog and her canary 
beside her as companions of her last 
moments, a broken-hearted woman 
who surrendered in the fight against 
‘life's bitterness,"’ turned on the gas 
tap and sat down to die. 

She was found in her chalr in a 
gas-filled room at St. George's 
square, Victoria, London, S.W., the 
dog lying at her feet and the canary 
on its back in the cage. Both were 
also dead. 

Before taking her life, she wrote 
this poignant letter to Mr, Ingleby 
Oddie, the Westminster coroner, who 
read it at the inquest: 

“Please forgive any trouble this 
may give you. My name is Isabel 
Edith M. Pessell. I was born at 
Dawlish, Devon, on January 12, 1865. 

“As I have no relations or friends 
who will care whether I am living 
or dead, may I ask you to send my 
body to Charing Cross or St. Bar- 
tholomew's for the students, for I 
have always longed to ao something 
for either of those hospitals. 

“I should be deeply grateful to you 
if you could state at the inquest that 
I have never had a child, because 99 
out of every 100 people think that the 
boy I brought up is my own; also 
that you found no trace of drink. 

“My heart is just broken, for the 
world can be so bitterly unkind If 
you succeed and give, it lets you live; 


but fail and it lets you die. 
“You (meaning Mr. Oddie) are so 
charitable with the poor dears who 


ean say no words in their own de- 
fence 

“This has been such a long weary 
time fighting against this one end, 
because I did not want to be a cow- 
ard, but 't takes quite a lot of cour- 
age to take a life that God has given 
you.”" 

“GOOD-BYE, BELOVED” 

In a letter to her adopted 
George K. Ritchie, a clerk, Miss Pes- 
seil wrote: 

“Beloved—At last the parting of 
the ways. It is the only way out. 
It is not fair to burden you longer 
with the care of an old womah .. .”

CLOTHES CAUGHT

around them, three film stars, wait- 
ing for their cue in # house-on-fire 
scene at Elstree, discovered to their 
Rory that the fire was out of con- 

trol, 

They were trapped-—and ou the top

Renee MacReady, Shiela Glynn, 
and Henry Kendal were poised on 
the roof of a burning house ready 
to jump into the firemen's sheet, 1) 
feet below.

Inquest Adjourned When

pected 
It was revealed at a Billericay, 
Essex, inquest that Commander 
Robert Woodward Sutton Curteis, 


D.S.0., died suddenly in his garden 
at the Parsonage, Ramsden Heath, 
near Brentwood, while talking to a 
County Court bailiff. 

Commander Curteis, after serving 
in the Navy during the war, was in 
command of a motor-boa* flotilla tn 
North Russia in 1918, and was 
awarded the D,8S.0O. In 1921 he was 
in charge of a river flotilla in Meso- 
potamia 

Mrs. Blanche Swift stated that he 
had stayed with her as a paying 
guest for the last three years. Re- 
cently he had been drinking heavily. 

A bailiff visited him on a recent 
Wednesday, and they left together 
to take an omnibus, A few mirutes 
later the bailiff came back and said 
the Commander was in a fit. 

GAVE EMETIC, 

She found him leaning against a 
tree, and gave him an emetic, think- 
ing he had taken something. He died 
while she was phoning for the doc- 


tor, 
Mrs. Swift said the Commander 
had to appear at the next Hasex 


Quarter Sessions, and it was worry- 
ing him, 

John Robert Burrows, the bailiff, 
said he went to execute a commit- 
ment warrant on Commander Cur- 
tels.

Four Who Stayed Behind 
in Colliery Buried in Fall 


That the men who were trapped 
by a fall of earth in a mine had 
stayed behind to put up extra timber 
for the sake of safety was stated at 
a Nuneaton (Warwickshire) inquest. 


Four men lost their lives in the 
accident, which occurred in Arley 
colliery. 


They were Edward Warmington, 
aged 44, of Rectory Cottages; John 


Ira Dingley, aged 29, of George 
street; John Leonard Stokes, aged 
22, of Gun Hill Cottages; and Sam- 
uel Edward Hickling, of Hill Top. 


All belonged to Arley 

Leslie Bryant, a colliery deputy in 
charge of the atall where the men 
were working, said that he also was 
buried, 

He extricated himself and took 
part in the rescue work, which re- 
sulted in Bert Daffern and Reginald 
Brown being released. 

The main fall in which the four 
victims were buried was then at- 
tacked from three points, but owing 
to the size of the fall--between 70 
anc 80 tons—it took a long time to 
reach them,

Another case of smuggling at a 
prison—a Pentonville warder and a 
Wandsworth welfare worker were 
recently dealt with by the courts— 
came before Mr. Broderick, the 
South-Western magistrate, a few 
days ago. 

The man involved was Reuben 
Charles Scurry, a warder at Wands- 


worth prison, living at Heathfield 
square, Wandsworth. 
He pleaded guilty on two sum- 


monses alleging that he had com- 
mitted breaches of the regulations 
by taking two letters out of prison. 

He was fined $25 or one month's 
imprisonment on each summons, 

The offences were alleged to have 
taken place on February 21 and 
March 31, and the summonses were 
issued in the name of Detective-In- 
spector Dean, of Scotland Yard, 
WEST END MEETING, 

H. A. K, Morgan (for the Director 
of Public Prosecutions) said that 
Scurry was a permanent warder at 
Wandsworth and had been there 
since December, 1920. His salary was 
$15 a week and free quarters. 

“There is a man in the prison call- 
ed Holmes, sentenced tn January of 
this year to 12 months’ hard labor," 
said Mr. Morgan. “This man was 
living with a girl called Ena May, 
and Scurry was on the landing 
where this prisoner was at Wands- 
worth, 

“On February 21 Scurry was seen 
in the West End by an ex-convict 
who spoke to him and asked him 
what he was doing. 

“Scurry replied: “I have got two 
stiffs (meaning letters) to deliver."’ 
He said that one was to Mrs, Holmes 
(or Ena May) and he asked this ex- 
convict to deliver it.’’ 

The ex-convict delivered it. He 
went to the flat, saw the girl, and 
handed her the letter, 

TALK TO GIRL, 

She read it and said: “He asks for 
$12. I don't know whether he thinks 
I am made of money, ‘Tell him to 
come up here,"’ 

Scurry then went up the stairs and 
had a conversation with the girl, and 
they compounded for 87,50, which he 
took. 

The letter said: “Dear Hna, give 
bearer $12, as I want a p given 
to you so that you can visit me." 

Mr. Morgan added that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the girl did get a pass for 
February 27, but there was no evi- 
dence to connect Scurry with the 
granting of that pass, 

On March 31 Scurry again called 
at the girl's flat. She saw him 
through the door, and as she had, 
by that time, seen Inspectcr Dean, 
she rushed upstairs and tried to 
phone the inspector, but unfortu- 
nately Inspector Dean was not there. 

The girl then saw Scurry, who 
said: “I have come with a note from 
George.’ She replied, ‘'I don’t want 
to see you or your note,” and then 
she slammed the door. 

When Scurry was seen about the 
alleged offences he said: “I am 
absolutely innocent, I deny it alto- 
gether,” 

TOBACCO FIRST, 

Later he said: ‘I have been spend- 
ing too much money on beer. I have 
done wrong to deny it. It all started 
through my working a prisoner in a 
bit of snout (meaning tobacco.) You 
know I only have, $7.50," 

Mr. Morgan said the authorities 
considered it a very bad case. It was 
suggested that Scurry had been 
trafficking on other occasions, 

Mr. Broderick: Under the section 
under which he is summoned the 
penalty is very small, My powers 
are restricted. 

When asked whether he had any- 
thing to say, Scurry said: “I deny 
that I said I had been spending my 
money on beer, The inspector said 
to me, ‘Is it beer?’ and I said, No," 

The magistrate said that he would 
take that into account, and inquired 
what he would forfeit in the way of 
pension rights. The police officials, 
however, were unable to inform him, 

When fined, Scurry asked for time 
to pay. “I have got to sell up my 
home to pay this,’ he said. 

The magistrate allowed him one 
month,

TWO EXPLOSIONS 


Residents and Animals 
Thrown Into State 
of Panic 


Earthquake shocks, accompanied 
by loud rumblings lasting ten min- 
utes, caused great alarm in Port- 
madoc, Penrhyndeudraeth Pwllheli 
and other places in South Carnar- 
vonshire, at about noon on a@ recent 
Tuesday, A series of loud rumblings 
and explosions were heard over a 
hundred-mile area. According to 
some people there were also two ter- 
rible claps of thunder, 

The walls and floors of houses 
were shaken, and alarmed people ran 
into the streets. Farm and domestic 
animals were thrown into a state of 
panic. 

People living in the neighborhood 
of Carnarvon, which is 20 miles from 
Penrhyndeudraeth, telephoned to the 
police for information, and a rumor 
spread that a powder works at Pen- 
rhyndeudraeth had blown up. 

A curlous zigzag cloud formation 
seen travelling over the sea off Port- 
madoc suggested a theory expressed 
by local seamen that one of the ex- 
plosions was caused by a meteorite 
falling into the sea, Another theory, 
inspired by the volcanic origin of the 
Snowdonian mountains, is that the 
shock was caused by a volcanic sub- 
terranean disturbance in the neigh- 
borhood. 


THE SKY DARKENED.
